U. S. Supreme Court Refuses to Re- 
view Conviction of George A.

EXPENSE FUND FOR DELEGATES 
TO ARMS CONFERENCE CUT 


House Committee Trims $60,000 
From $450,000 Appropriation 
fear Geneva Trip. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The 
Hose Appropriations Committee 
today slashed $60,000 off the $450,- 
000 requested by President Hoover 
for expense funds for the Ameri- 
can delegation to the arms confer- 
ence at Geneva. 

The reduction was made after it 
was disclosed that the delegates 
and aids were to receive pay on the 
per diem basis, after having all of 
their expenses paid. 

Conyress recently arthorized 
$450,000 for the expenses after 
President Hoover and _ Secretary 
of State Stimson requested an un- 
limited authorization. But now the 
actual money to be made available 
will not exceed $390,000.. 


NEW YORK CITY SPENT 
$1,446,000,000 IN 1931 


$32,531,000 More Than Income; 
$189,295,000 in New Debts; $71,- 
039,000 of Old Paid Off.

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—The City 
of New York spent $1,446,399,616 
in 1931—$32,531,609 more than it 
took in, Comptroller Berry’ notified 
the Board of Estimate yesterday. 
Outstanding debt at the end of the 
year was $2,346,100,994. Of this, 
$189,295,000 represented new debts 
during the year, while $71,039,578 
of old debts was paid off. 

The largest item of outlay was 
$218,960,376 for interest on and re- 
demption and amortization of the 
funded. debt; $182,316,586 was 
spent for schools and $102,860,890 
for rapid transit.

SUGARLESS GRUEL 
STARTS THE TROUBLE 


Police Charge With Clubs 
Turns Tide — Official, 
Kicked Down, Is Rescued 
by Long-Termer. 


By the Associated Press, 
DARTMOOR PRISON, England, 


Jan. 25.—The situation in Dart- 
moor prison was said to be well in 
hand today after furious rioting 
yester. -y in which 8v convicts were 
injured in an all-day fight with 
guards and police. The outbreak 
was the most violent in the history 
of British prisons. Warlier reports 
that two men had been killed was 
denied today. 

Twenty of the 80 wounded, all 
convicts, were in the prison hospi- 
tal today, only one, it was said, in 


serious condition. 

Last night the prison was cold, 
the heating plant having been put 
out of commission during the fight- 
ing. The force of 100 policemen, 
which, prison authorities said, ar- 
rived just in the nick of time, -re- 
mained on duty throughout the 
night. The regular guard wre 
doubled or trebled in some posts. 

No Sugar for Porridge. 

The trouble began over lack of 
sugar in the breakfast porridge. 
The pris«iers mace charges of 
various kinds of mistreatment 
which, they. said, reached a climax 
when the breakfast porridge ar- 
rived unsweetened. Long before 
awn the prison was’in a hubbub 
with the priconers beating on the 
doors of their cells and walls in 
protest. 

Guards turned them into the 
courtyard for exercise before 
chapel services and the fight be- 
gan. 

Led by one prisoner blowing a 
bugle, they attacked the guards.in 
groups and had very nearly gained 
freedom when the police reinforce- 
ments arrived from Plymouth. 

Meantime the convicts had set 
fire to the principal buildings and 
one group, breaking into the office 
of the Governor, S. N. Roberts, 
forced him to flee for his life. He 
escaped through a back door, lock- 
ing it as he went. He took refuge 
in a cell block occupied by prison- 
ers who had not joined the riot. 

The rioting prisoners then burned 
administrative records, carrying 
them out and throwing them into a 
pile. 

Police Charge With Clubs. 

As soon as the police arrived they 
drew their clubs and charged. 
Guards on the walls kept up a snip- 
ing fire, winging every man who 
reached the top’'in an attempt to 
get out. 

Fire engines from Plymouth put 
out the blaze. They continued to 
pour water on the smoldering ruins 
through the night, long after the 
fire was extinguished, to prevent 
its revival from slumbering sparks. 

‘Col. D. G. Turner, Deputy Prison 
Commissioner, who was at the 
prison to make an investigation of 
uhrest, was attacked by thrée con- 
victs, but was rescued by a long- 
termer named O'Donovan, who 
rushed to his assistance. ‘Turner 
had been kicked to the ground 
when O’Donovan intervened. It 
was believed O’Donovan’s sentence 
would be modified for his action. 

60 Clubbed Down by Police. 

The first charge of the police 
left more than 60 convicts knocked 
out on the ground. Other prison- 
ers bombarded police with stones 
from piles which they had been 
breaking up. Some of the guards 
were struck with stones weighing 
several pounds. 

A witness said that the I'ly- 
mouth police arrived just in time. 
“Had they been 10 minutes later,” 
he said, —“‘nothing could have 
stopped the convicts. 

“The convicts were driving the 
wardens back and gradually gain. 
ing complete control as the po'ice 
entered the courtyard. The police 
drew their batons and dashed at 
the convicts and for 20 minutes 
there was hell on earth.” 

During the fighting men outside 
the walls armed themselves with 
rifles and shotguns and-women 
stayed behind locked doors. Dwell- 
ergs on the moor saw the daylight. 
Most of the people on the isolated 
farms did not go to bed, for fear 
that some of the convicts might 
have got away during ti.e melee. 


Dartmoor prison is in Devon- 
shire at Princetown, 16 miles north- 
northeast of Plymouth.

Under normal procedure, Long 
would have taken his oath as Sen- 
ator last December, but preferred 
to remain at the head of the State 


‘government until after the primary 
at which his suceessor was chosen. 
Long’s seating brought the Sen- 
ate membership up to its full quota 
of 96 for the first time this ses- 
sion. 
Long was escorted to the ros- 
trum for his oath by Senator Rob- 
inson, Democratic leader, 
of his colleague, Senator Brous- 
sard. Long and Broussard are bit- 
ter political enemies. Long’s wife 
and a dozen friends and State of- 
ficiais watched from the gallery. 
Long left a half smoked cigar on 
top of the front row desk of Sena- 
tor Robinson as he went to receive 
the oath. After receiving the oath, 
he picked up the cigar and moved 
back to his rear row seat.

Clad in pink pajamas, Long got 
out of bed. early

“T saw nothing at that time that 
indicated he helped us even as a 
vice presidential candidate,’’ Long 
said. “If he gets nominated I’m for 
him, but Smith made a phenomenaj 
race last time and the religious is- 
sue, which had a great deal to do 
with his defeat, would not affect 
him again.” 

‘Have you any ambitions your- 
self?’’ Long was asked, 

“T have too much sense to have 
any,” he said. 

He Tells a Story. 

He told a story of a boy whose 
father said if he would work in- 
stead of going to the circus he 
might be President. 

“How many others have 
game chance?” the boy asked. 

“About 2,000,000,” his father re- 
plied.

Clarence Chamberlin Makes

Chamberlin, who flew the Atlan- 
tic to Germany in 1927, used a 
Lockheed plane, powered with a 
Diesel engine burning ordinary fur- 
nace oil. 

In this machine Chaintberiin re- 
cently made flights from Jersey 
City, N. J., to Washington and re- 
turn. On the return trip Cham- 
berlin said he used only 70 cents 
worth of fuel oil. 

When he reached a height of 
about 15,000 feet in his altitude 
attempt he said his altimeter  be- 
came frozen. He began using oxy- 
gen from a small tank. 

It was 10 below zero near the 
highest point and the wind was 
blowing at gale velocity.

The railway executives’ previous 
answer to the request of the un- 
ions for stabilization of employ- 
ment was made public by David B. 
Robertson, the labor spokesman. 
Under the heading of “imme- 
diate measures” the unions had 
sought to “stabilize employment by 
assuring one year of employment 
to the necessary ernployes in every 
class. (a) This stabilization should 
include provisions for putting to 
work as many men as possible con- 
sistent with maintaining satisfac- 
tory conditions in the respective 
classes of employment. (b) The 
necessary stand-hy- forces should 
also be assured of a minimum of 
part-time employment.”’ 

To this the railroad presidents’ 
answer was: (a) We agree that 
whatever’ may be practicable 
should be done to remove the feel- 
ing of uncertainty which may exist 
at the present time in the minds 
of many who are now employed 
either upon a whole or part-time 
basis. Varying conditions make it 
necessary to deal with these ques- 
tions by local negotiations between 
management and men on each rail- 
road. The railroads will carry on 
such negotiations for the purpose 
of stabilizing employment so far as 
possible for such periods as condi- 
tions may justify. 

“(b) We cannot encourage the 
thought that the so-called neces- 
sary stand-by forces can be as- 
sured of a minimum amount of 
work each month.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The 
revolution in El Salvador is pro-

The prospect is that it may result 
in the default of $6,000,000 of Sal- 
vadorean bonds, mostly owned in 
this country, and that it may cause 
Chief Justice Charles Evans 
Hughes to be called on to arbitrate 
under an agreement which he con- 
cluded when Secretary of State. To 
cap the situation, adherents of the 
present Government charge that 
the. department's failure to recog- 
nize it caused the revolution. 

The bond issue was floated in 
1923 by Lisman & Co. of New York, 
the same firm which arranged for 
the payment of $415,000 to Juan 
Leguia, sor of the President of Pe- 
ru, for his “assistance” in getting a 
Peruvian bond issue. Before the 
Salvadorean issue was floated, the 
a eehery of State Hughes 
suggested to El Salvador and Lis- 
man that they sign an agreement 
whereby the Chief Justice of the 
United States would arbitrate any 
dispute over the Londs. Of course,

Annoyance to Department. 

When the circular advertising 
the bonds for sale in the United 
States was issued by the Lisman 
firm, it was found to contain, much 
to the surprise and annoyance of 
the State Department, a description 
of the arbitration agreement. The 
department had intended for the 
agreement to be kept a secret, but 
Lisman felt its publication would 
help sell the bonds. That Chief 
Justice Hughes would now consent 
to act under his own agreement is 
doubtful. 

Don. Carlos Leiva, Salvadorean 
Minister in Washington, said today 
that his Government thus far has 
been able to keep up the interest 
ond sinking fund on the bonds, but 
that the heaviest payments will fall 
due in the next four months. 

Came in on Revolution. 

The present Government of El 
Salvador came into existence in De- 
eember, as the result of a success- 
tul revolution headed by Gen. Mar- 
tinez. Charles Curtis, the Ameri- 
can Minister, recommended that it 
be recognized by our Government, 
but the State Department refused, 
on the ground that it was against 
our policy to recognize any revo. 
lutionary Government in Central 
America, 

Members of the Martinez party 
assert that this refusal has caused 
a condition of suspense and uncer- 
tainty In the country, culminating 
in the present revolution, and 
threatening the value of the bonds.

PARIS, Jan. 25.—Premier Laval 


has made a new debts and repara- 
tions proposal to Great Britain 


predicated on non-participation by 
the United States in any settle- 
ment agreement, it was said today 
in well-informed quarters. 

In a long talk with Lord Tyrrell, 
the British Ambassador, it was un- 
derstood Laval suggested a short 
moratorium on reparations to car- 
ry over the American elections and 
to expire before Dec. 15 when the 
next French payment to the United 
States is due. After the French 
elections in May there would be a 
conference at Lausanne or. else- 
where to negotiate a permanent 
agreement. 

Payment at unconditional rep- 
aration installments would be made 
to the World Bank and lent back 
to Germany as under the Hoover 
moratorium, At the expiration of 
the proposed new moratorium, it 
was said, the Premier suggested 
that France and Great Britain try 
to reach an agreement determining 
the amount Germany is to pay. 

It was said these proposals were 
thoroughly studied by the British 
Ambassador and the French ex- 
perts and were transmitted to Lon- 
don. 

The Foreign Office was awaiting 
the British reply this evening so 
preparations might go ahead for 
the interview between Premier La- 
val and Prime Minister MacDonald 
tentatively scheduled for this week.

SEABURY URGES 
SWEEPING REFORM 
NVNEW YORK CITY 


—tIn Long Report He Says 


Changes Are Needed to 
Lift Municipality From 
Sordid Estate. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 25.—Before 
the New Yoark State Legislature, 
which will decide this week wheth- 
er its investigation of the City of 
New York is to continue, Samuel 
Seabury placed today a 50,000-word 
arraignment of the practices of 
Tammany Hall, 

It was a written report from the 
counsel to the Hofstadter Legisla- 
tive Committee to Senator Samuel 
H. Hofstadter, chairman. 

Seabury in his report urged a 
complete reorganization of the city 
government along nonpolitical lines 
to raise it from “the low and sor- 
did estate to which it has sunk.”’ 

He advocated the removal of the 
Police and Health Departments and 
the public schools from “political 
influences,” observed that there 
were unnecessary and overlapping 


ment and a large number of em- 
ployes who should: be eliminated, 
and suggested the possibility of 
obliterating lines between borough 
and county governments and some 
system of proportional representa- 
tion and preferential voting. 
Part of System. 

After reviewing the testimony 
against various city officials and 
Tammany leaders, Seabury said: 

“It is perfectly apparent. that 
what these men did is part of the 
System by which Tammany Hall 
exists and expands; that Tammany 
Hall approves it and is ready to 
extend its arm to the utmost to pro- 
tect and perpetuate its sordid traf- 
fic in political influence.” 

Discussing the missing Russell 
T. Sherwood, whom he has de- 
scribed as Mayor Walker's business 
agent, Seabury observed: 

“Throughout this period, his as- 
sociate, the Mayor of the City of 
New~ York, has not by a single 
public utterance or act made any 
attempt to induce his fugitive agent 
to return.”’ 

Although he declared the testi- 
mony has disclosed “evils estab- 
lishing the crying need for remedi- 
al legislation,’’ Seabury made no 
specific recommendations for legis- 
lation, saying it would be better to 
withhold recommendations until 
the investigation were concluded 
and a final report submitted. 

He reviewed at length the vari- 
ous phases of the investigation. 


|| Under the heading, “The Sale of 


the Tompkins Bus Franchise by 
Borough President John A. Lynch 
of Richmond County,” he devotes 
about 23 pages to testimony affect- 
ing Lynch alone. 

In the introduction Seabury stat- 
ed that “almost all witnesses have 
been hostile and, as far as possi- 
ble, noncommunicative.’”’ * 

Assails Olvany. 

Of Sheriff. Thomas M. Farley, 
who has been ordered by Gov. 
Roosevelt to answer charges pre- 
ferred by Seabury that he appro- 
priated to his own use the interest 
on funds belonging to individuals 
left in his care and that he had 
other income he could not explaine., 
the report said: ‘‘He has no alter- 
native except to confess grand lar- 
ceny.”” 

After a review of testimony re- 
garding Dr. William F. Doyle, the 
veterinarian, and his practice be- 
fore the Board of Standards and 
Appeals, Seabury commented: 

“In my opinion, the evidence 
leaves no doubt that Doyle and 
George W. Olvany (former leader 
of Tatnmany Hall) and the agen- 
cies which they represented were 
traffickers in political influence 
upon the Board of Standards and 
Appeals, and that the millions of 
dollars which they earned in the 
barter and sale of this influence 
was earned at the expense and to 
the prejudice of the people of the 
City of New York.” 

Couse of City’s Plight. 

The report described a _ recent 
statement by an assistant to Walk- 
er that the inquiry was impairing 
city credit as ‘‘a shallow attempt to 
transfer the responsibility.’’ The 
city’s fenancial condition, said Sea- 
bury, was due to “waste, graft and 
corruption with which the city is 
infested.’”’ 

Assemblyman Louis A. Cuvillier, 
Democratic Committeeman, in a 
personal statement termed the in- 
quiry a “dismal failure,” and as- 
serted Seabury sought by innuen- 
does to “‘besmirch” the character 
of municipal employes and “‘under- 
mine” the city’s financial standing. 

Seabury, said Cuvillier, was 
“nursing an allege’ grievance that 
Tammany Hall had knifed him at 
the polls’? in his unsuccessful 1916 
race for Governor. 

Cuvillier, in a dissenting report 
which he will make to the Legisla- 
ture tonight, charges there has 
been “something sinister, some- 
thing cruelly unfair” in the inves- 
tigation. 

He expresses regret that the 
committee has not used its au- 
thority to develop “a plan of sim- 
plified, effective Government for 
our marvelous metropolis.” 

“Daily Black Eye for City.” 

“Indeed,” he adds, “it has 
dawned upon the millions who live 
in New York and love New York 
that their city, the greatest in the 
world, is getting a daily black eye 
from the counsel of the commit- 
tee.”’ 

“The investigation so far has 
only shown the acquiring of wealth 
by certain public officials outside 
of their public official duties, with 
the exception of the Sheriff of New 


York County on the question of ac-

The total wealth—tangible. phys-

The last estimate of the United 
States Census Bureau was in 1922, 
showing national wealth of $320,-

was $578 in 1930 as compared with 
$701 in 1929. 
The weajth per gainful worker, 
including the unemployed, was

The figure for distribution of 
wealth by States was $322,700,000, 
000 in 1330, as compared with 
$355.000,000,.000 in 1929.

include the value of ships in the 
navy, privately-owned water supply 
systems and gold and silver coin 
and bullion.

Files Writ in Supreme Court Seek- 
ing to Prevent University City 
Interfering With Pian. 


Filing of a writ of quo warranto 
in the Supreme Court at Jefferson 


City today disclosed that Washing- 
ton Uniyersity desires to go ahead 
as soon as possible with construc- 
tion of a $750,000 stadium seating 
35,000 persons at the northwest 
corner of the university grounds. 

The writ, brought in the name 
of the Attorney-General, is direct- 
ed against University City, were 
an ordinance was passed in 1929 
forbidding the erection of any sta- 
dium with a seating capacity of 
more than 10,000. The writ asks 
for a court order preventing Uni- 
versity City from exercising any 
corporate jurisdiction over the 
land, on the ground that it is not 
within the University City limits. 

University City officials said, at 
the time the ordinance was passed, 
that 6.75 acres of the tract was 
within the corporate limits. There 
has been no controversy over the 
fact that the remainder of the uni- 
versity. grounds is in Central 
Township and not within any town 
limits. The objection to the sta- 
dium was that it would be unsight- 
ly and that automobiles of spec- 
tators would jam the streets near- 
by.

Walsh and his players point es- 
pecially with pride to their victo- 
ries over Washington and Missouri.

The victory 
over the Bears was the first scored 
in 14 years. 

Walsh, who is 28 years old, was 
an end at Notre Dame.

DECLARES SOVIET 


Head of Economic Council 
Reports Unemployment 
Has Been Abolished — 
2,000,000 New Jobs. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 25.—G. K. Ord- 
jonikidze, president of the Supreme 
Economic Council, has reported 
that unemployment in Soviet Rus- 


sia has been abolished and that 
wages increased 16 per cent in 
1931. His report was-approved by 
the Political Bureau and Central 
Committee of the Communist party. 
“While the number of unem- 
ployed in Europe and the United 
States exceeds 25,000,000 and 
wages have been sharply cut,” 
head of Soviet industries said, 
‘employment in Soviet Russia 
been abolished and the number of 
industrial workers increased dur- 
ing 1931 by 2,000,000, while wages 
were advanced by 16 per cent as 
compared with 1930.” 

Gain in Industrial Output. 
The industrial output in 
amounted to 27,000,000,000 rubles, 
representing a gain of 21 per cent 
over 1930, he reported, heavy in- 
dustry producing 12,000,000,000 
rubles’ worth of goods for an in- 
crease of 28 per cent. (The ruble 

is worth about 590 cents).

A BREAD-AND-BUTTER ISSUE. 

Let us gather around the conference table, wets and 
drys, and reason calmly together. Let us put our 
emotions in the ice box and leave them there till the 
meeting is adjourned. Let no such word as fanati- 
cism mar the discussion. Let the Constitution rest in 
peace. Let us look at our experience with prohibition 
in the cold, white light of arithmetic and calculate 
what it has cost us and decide, solely on the facts, 
whether we can afford to continue it. 

The work of calculation has been done for us in an 
article by Charles G. Ross, Washington correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch, which was published in yester- 
day’s paper. According to Mr. Ross’ figures, prohibi- 
tion has been costing us—in loss of revenue and en- 
forcement expenses—$500,000,000 a year, or a total of 
$5,610,765,620 in the 12 years of its operation. 

That enormous sum is beyond the comprehension 
of most of us. But when we are told it is one-third 
of our national debt, we get at least an idea. 

As a matter of fact, the annual cost of prohibition 
—$500,000,000—can be understood by only a few spe- 
cialists. Our correspondent, however, has reduced it 
to understandable terms. It is, he explains, 12% 
per cent of the normal Federal budget; it is approxi- 
mately twice the yearly payments scheduled to be re- 
ceived by the United States on the foreign debt; it is 
more than half the amount of the Government’s de- 
ficit for the fiscal year 1931; it is considerably more 
than all the taxes paid to the Federal Government on 
personal incomes of 1930. 


This economic phase of prohibition was the sub- 


ject of a talk made by Prof. Edwin R. A. Seligman of 
Columbia University at the annual dinner of the In- 
stitute of Consulting Engineers last,week. He said 
that a tax on distilled and fermented liquors, plus the 
revenue to be derived from the high license system, 
if the traffic were so conducted, would yield an an- 
nual revenue of $1,500,000,000, or three times as much 
as is expected from the personal income tax next 
year. He also put it this way: 

If we could change prohibition, it would not be 
necessary to levy any of the proposed increased 
taxes, but we might do away entirely with our 
income tax. 

Prof. Seligman, it may be remarked, is rated by 
some as “the greatest tax authority in America.” 

Such calculations and conclusions, we submit, chal- 
lenge the serious consideration of all citizens, partic- 
ularly in the present distressing circumstances when

THE ARENA AGAIN. 

The determined effort being made to induce the 
city to buy The Arena is again in evidence. An a)- 
dermanic inquiry into the subject is to be undertaken, 
following the recent recommendation of a civic com- 
mittée that it be purchased. 

So far as financial success is concerned, The Arena 
has been a white elephant, and naturally those who 
hold its securities are eager to get out from under. 
We bave yet, however, to hear any convincing argu- 
ment that public funds should be used for this pur- 
pose. Admittedly, for certain types of events, The 
Arena is an incomparable gathering place, and its 
presence is a distinct asset to the city. But it merely 
supplements, rather than takes the place of, the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium provided for in the 1923 bond 
issue. 

Abandonment of the 12,000-seat convention hal! 
planned for the Auditorium, in view of The Arena's 
large seating space, has been urged. But even if 
this were desirable, and we do not think so, city 
officials have no option in the matter. They are 
under a tnandate from the people to proceed with the 
Auditorium, as planned. One of the reasons The 
Arena, in our opinion, will not take the place of the 
large convention hall of the Auditorium, is its loca- 
tion.

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Back to Commercial Banking 


Transition of banks from aids of local industry to “little more’ than glorified invest- 
ment trusts” has helped deepen economic crisis; pressure on business borrowers 
has caused dumping of securities and real estate on glutted market; commercial 
loans, shunned through passion for liquidity, prove to be safest part of assets.

OMMERCIAL banks. so-called, have 
C reached a point where about two-thirds 

of their loans and investments are non- 
commercial in character. In 1920, commer- 
cial loans (all other loans) of reporting 
member banks amounted to about 56 per 
cent of total loans and investments. By 
1928 they had declined to 43 per cent and 
by 1931 to about 35 per cent. For report- 
ing banks in New York City, the rate shows 
even lower. 

The departure from commercial banking 
may be further illustrated by the decline in 
commercial paper eligible for rediscount 
with the Federal Reserve. Whereas three 
years ago such commercial paper was in the 
neighborhood of $4,600,000,000, it had de- 
clined in June, 1931, to only $3,1938,000,000. 

A counterpart of these movements has 
been an increase in time deposits relative 
to demand deposits. This drift reflects a 
tendency to increase the proportion of the 
bank’s funds which are in relatively fixed 
capital It measures a tendency toward de- 
veiopment of a savings banking business at 
the expense of a commercial banking busi- 
ness. Many banks have carried this tenden- 
cy to such extremes that they have become 
littie more than glorified investment trusts 
helding portfolios ef Goverament bonds and 
collateral loans.

The drift away from commercial banking 
to a wide variety of activities was partly re- 
sponsible for the excesses of speculative 
firance. There was relatively little prior 
deflation of commercial credits leading up 
to the depression, but, as everyone knows, 
there was a tremendous prior inflation of 
speculative credits. The period of prior in- 
flation is always extremely important, be- 
cause it indicates the direction in which 
sins of excess are being committed which 
must afterward be paid for by corrective re- 
adjustments. 


In spite of this background, the mania of - 


liquidation seems to have struck the com- 
mercial field as well as all other fields. 
Liquidation seems to be no respecter of per- 
sons, and even though there was no serious 
prior inflation of commercial banking, nev- 
ertheless the commercial borrower has not 
eacaped the havoc of the liquidity complex. 
The banks of the country report a reduc- 
tion of about $7,000,000,000 in loans the past 
three years. It is impossible to determine 
what proportion of this total was commer- 
cial and what proportion was otherwise. But 
it is certainly true that a very substantial 
proportion of the total was commercial. 


To those who are familiar with banking 
practice in other countries, the recent 
trends in American banking will be recog- 
nized as a movement away from Anglo- 
Saxon conditions toward Continental bank- 
ing standards.-. The late Walter Leaf, chair- 
man of the Westminster Bank in London, 
defined the English conception of commer- 
cial banking in the following manner: 

“Commercial loans should be running for 
only a limited time, with provision for re- 
duction at least, if not full repayment, in 
periods to be measured by months rather 
than by years. It is a cardinal point of 
sound English banking that there must be 
no lockup of capital It is not the business 
of the banks to supply fixed capita] to their

customers; they cannot afford to do so, and 
where they have yielded to the temptation, 
the result has usually been disastrous. The 
six-month or seasonal loan may be said to 
constitute the background of the banker's 
business. It is by the manner in which he 
lends the money entrusted to him that the 


banker’s capacity and usefulness to the 
community are judged.” 
+ * ” 
In contrast, the Continental vogue in 


banking has placed emphasis upon invest- 
ment in major industrial enterprises, such 
investment being of a relatively long-term 
character. The United States has made an 
experimental adventure in that direction, 
and we are now trying to weigh the lessons 
of the experiment. If I read the lessons 
aright, they indicate very clearly that the 
departure from Anglo-Saxon principles of 
commercial banking has been costly and un- 
fortunate. Various individual bankers have 
expressed to me their determination to re- 
turr to the older conception of the primary 
function of a commercial bank. 

Perhaps it is too early to write the final 
verdict upon this adventure of American 
bankers, but it certainly is not too early to 
call attention to the excessive wandering 
from the main highway of community use- 
fulness, into strange bypaths which serve to 
feed the speculative fever of one of the most 
unstable periods in American history. 

Back in 1923, I attended a conference in 
which the ceuntry banker was advised to 


hold down the amount of his lecal loans to 


a point not to exceed 50 per cent of his 
assets. As matters have turned out, his 
local livestock loan, his local merchandise 
loan, his local factory loan—all these have 
been more liquid than some ef the outside 
investments which he teok on. 

_ _ * 

The departure from ‘te conception of 
being an agent for primary service to the 
local community has net worked out advan- 
tageously. I believe the local banker will 
henceforth be very cautious about depart- 
ing from the traditional coneeption of his 
place in the community: Since 1321, many 
sections have been practically denuded of 
banking facilities... These areas are faced 
with the necessity of rebuilding banking fa- 
cilities from the ground up. 

In recent months, the overwhelming pas- 
sion for individual liquidity has led some 
bankers to place tremendous pressure upon 
coinmercial borrowers. The customers of 
banks have been asked to pay up coutstand- 
ing loans, and in order to obtain the means 
for payment they have had to dump securi- 
ties, commodities and real estate on giutted 
markets for whatever they would bring. 
This has, in turn, lowered the collateral 
value of the cutstanding securities and of 
all forms of productive capital. 

Many individual banks boast of the fact 
that they are €0, 70 or 80 per cent liquid. 
They have protected depositors by guaran- 
teeing solvency, but in some cases they have 
attained this position at the expense of the 
community. If the great wave of liquida- 
tien, the old-fashioned commercial loan has 
stood up much better than most other forms 
of assets. As a result. commercial loans 
heve gained a great deal of prestige. In the 
future, bankers will not be afraid te make 
them because of the liquidity bogy.-

FTER the hustle and bustle 
phe riot of color in the recent 
Vanities and Follies, “Three's a 
Crowd,” which came to the Amer- 


ican Theater last night, seemed 


rather tame for a musical show. 
Smart and sophisticated, with an 
appeal to audiences higher than 
the bred-in-the-movies type, it is 
nice, intelligent entertainment, a 
little too fast and too intelligent 
for a part of the Sunday night 
crowd which gathered for the 
opening performance.
